THE TENNESSEE.

Iuterview with the Boston [Unpinin who Re.
poerted Fussing Lhe Vissing Steameor.

A Boston despatch to the New York Ierald
says:—The Teunessee 18 pronounced to be sufe
ot lnat, at lenst Lthe best informed of the many
veterap realaring men about here say 80, aad
their opinien, whun, as at present, based upon
careful comparkson of, and almost ivevitahle
deductions from, the fncts o the case, is gene-
rally recognized as escablished trath.

When the vessel arrived In the stream, she
was boardad by one of the Herald correspou-
dents, who had an interview with ber comman-
der, Captain Hodgeking, who stated that he
gatled from Miragoane, 8t. Domingo, on the
271th of Junuury last, and when oue day out
he paesed within about three miles of a very
long, large, full rigged steamship, which
was  most  unmistakably  an American
man-of-war, 8lie was inlopgitude west, seveniyv-
three degrees tweotly minutes, and latitade
north tweonty degrees, and was steering ahou!
west northwest. SBhe appeared Lo have comw
out from 8t. Nicolas Mole, aud was evideatly
heading towards the southern coast of Cua.
When first seen she was steaming along slowly
and Jlelsurely, but she suddenly set her
gaile  and  continued more rapidly in
the direction already specified. Cap-
tain Hodgskins says he did not hail the
sleamer, nor were suy signals whatever shown
on the man-of-war; he, of eourse, Knes nothing
about the mission of the Tennessee, and was,
therefore, fgnorant of the fuet that there was a
prevailing alorm concerving her safety. Whlle
poritive that she must he the steamer from
which tldings are so anxiously awnited, he
gays that he is uvonble to give more than a
very general deseription. Iler extreme
length  impressed  him, bat he did not
notice her pguns particularly, or observe that
she had four mamnoth smokestacks, 8,
Nicolas’ Mole, from whence she appeared (o
come, i8 ut the northwest extremity of the
island of Hayti, Frowm the fact that the strange
slteamer seemed to be tuking her time and no
slgnals were displayed, Capt. Hodgkins very sen-
elbly reasons that everyihing was all right, and
he bas no donbt bnt her safe arrival will
soon be reported. He reports unexesptionahly
fine weathor, and argues from this that those on
board were lelenrely enjoying themselves in
looking around the St. Domivgo Isiand. The
captain had an foterview with the deputy col-
lectors at about the same time a8 with the Her-
ald reporter, and the subsiance of his story was
telegraphbed Lo Secretary Boutwell, and also to
the Becretmy of the Navy, aud the intellidence
was afterwards oflicially promulgated through-
out the country.

The Anxicty Incrensing.

The New York Tribune this moroing says: —

At midnight notblog fartber had been heard
here from the Tewnessee. The despatch re-
ceived by Secretary Boutwell has been the con-
stapt topie of conversation in all circles here
to-day, and there are nomerous cooflieting
opivions in regard to the identity of the ship
gcen by Captain Hodgkins, Buplieates of the
despatch were sent to Admiral Porter and Sec-
retary Hobeson thig afterponon, The former en-
dorsed on it, “This wns the Severn,” and ths
laiter, “This was the Tennessee,” and the ofli-
cere statioved at the Navy Department continae
in the latter opinion.

The auxiety for the safety of the commission
ig daily incrensing, notwilhstandiog the repeated
assurnpees of those whos<e opinion 1o regard to
the matter I8 supposed Lo be of most valas that
there is yet no capse for alarm, and there will
be a feeling of great relief when the news of
her arrival is received.

Report of the Bourd of Cammissloners—-A
Goeed Year's Woerk—lwprovement ol the

The Board of lodian Commissioners, throngh
its Becretary, Vioncent Colyer, hus presented its
aunpul report 1o the Secretury of Lthe [owerior,
who bLas transmitted it to the Presldent. The
report beging by referring to the resulis of the
last year's labor,

CONDITION OF THE INDIANS,

During the past year much progress has been
made in the improvement ol the condition ol
the Indlan tribes, A deep and widespread in-
terest bus been awnkened in the publie nind in
regard 1o Indinn wifairs. A great lmprovemsut
lins been wmade In the muanuer of appointing
agents, selecting them from mwen recommendaod
by the various Curistian missionary socloties,
aud thuos it I8 hoped perwavently withdrawn
those appoinied frow the arena of polincal sirife
fur palronage.

TUE THAREATENED WAR,

Boon after the close of the last report threat-
ening indieations of.an extensive war on the
daing renched us from the agents of Osages,

Uowas, Comsnches, Cheyennes, Arapahoes
apd Biovx. Dorlng the sdministration of
Thowas Jeflerson, the solemn pledge of the
Government was made to the Osages in o treaty
that their land should remaiu the property of
their nation unless they voluntarily relinguished
or digsposed of them, and all persous were
gtrictly Jorbidden to disturb them in their quiet
potsession. The Osages, however, were de-
ceived into slgping a freudulent treaty dis-

yoelng of their lauds o Kausas, were driven

om their bomes and went out oi the platos,
where they mingled with the wild tribes. Those
tribes they gave such an lmpression of the per-
fidy of the whites, as with the experioncs of the
Cheyeunes snd Arapahioes, nod other tribes,
snd the failure of the Government to keep its
promizes with the Bioux, aroused the viodictive
useions of these Indians =0 muoch tuat any
slight additional provoeation wight. st aoy
time, produce an outhreak of war, Affairs con-
tiuued in this condition untll Jannary last, when
the memorable Blackfeet war, or, a8 it was
generally called, the “‘Piegwn Massacre,” oc-
ceurred. The news of this massacre spreading
among Lthe tribes, soon began o show s bad
effects in demonstrations of hostliity by the
whole Bloux nation. The War Department timn-
mediately burried forward troops and made
prbpﬂl\lﬁ)nl to protect the border setllements.

MOW WAR WAS AVEKTED.

About this time =« Fl’Opu-it’mn wias made to
the Secretary of the [nterlor by Mr, Banjamin
Fatham, of New York, to fnvite Red Cload 1o
Washingtion, that he might let the Government
hear his side of the story. While the Secre-
tary was coneldering this proposul, & request
eame from Red Cloud himself ts be allowed to
cotue on and see the “Great Father." Oue
eflect of this visit was to stop the threalening
hostilitles that bave been mentioned. Another
effect of thls visit, und the “Plegan Massnere,”
wae Lo Jegpen the pulilic dcterest la t3e rol
men, Not only was the public moved, bul the

attention of Congress and the Executive was
called to the subject, and much wool resa ted.
The immediate effect of the publiestion of the
affair of the Plegan maseacre was 1o cause the
House of Representatives to etrike ont the
clauge from the army bill transferring the ITa-
dian Bureau to the War Department.

EXPEXDITURE OF MONEY.

The report then goes on Lo give au aceomnt of
the eauses which brought about the legislation
by Cougress lust sesston which placzed ths
rupervision of all expenditures of money in the
Indinn Office under the Indinn Board. Facts
which came to the board showing that contracts
were belng given out by the [ndinn Ofice with
out advertisiog, and at bigher prices than
ghould Lave been paid, were the catices in the
firct inetance which led to it, The chargas of
Mer. Welsh, and what followed In orderiag an
Investigation by Congress, are known Lo the
publie,

PERMANENT PEACR SECURED,

The good impression from the just treatment
of the Oszages on the souathern border of the
plaivs, and of the Sioux on the north, and the
prompt delivery of the goods to Red Uload's
baud, and their superior quality, with the efforts
ol the board that buth those nations shonld be
undisturbed in the possession of their lands, so
pacified these warlike tribes that an expensive
war was averfed, and the foundation laid for a
permanent peace, if a wise polley continnes in
iheir treatmnent. This took the time of the

FIGHTING EDITORS,

Perlin of Southern Journaliam.

The perils of SBouthern journslism are illus-
trated in the chronology of the Vicksburg (Miss.)
Sentinel bofore the war. This i the way the
cosnalties rav:— Dr. Hagan took charge In 1887,
fought o duel with the editor of the Whig, par-
ticipated in a number of free Hghis, and was
finally killed in 1849 in a street fizht., His
assistant, Isaac Partridge, died with yellow
lever in 1840, Dr. J. 8. Hall, assoclated with
Mr. Partridge, was a noted duellist, and
bhad & sumber of “affairs,” in one of whick he
wns severely wonuded. The next unlucky
editor was James Hyan, who, in vindieating his
honor, wae killed by R, E. Hamlit, of the Waig.
Next in order came Walter Kickey, who iu-
duleed In reveral sireet rows, and was repeat-
cdly wounded, He killed Dr. Kncklin, and was
soon after killed himeelf in the Lone Star State.
The next editor was John Lavios, who, it
geems, declived glory on the field of
honor, aud  consequently is  not  entitled
to o place In the niche of fame. Ile In-
du]#l" . howevar, in the usanl anmount of lndis-
ereet atmse, and atoned forhis folly by serving a
term In prison.  Mr, Jeukios, bis buccessor, in
aspiring to immortulity, came to an antimely
end In n street fight with H. A. Crabb; Mr.
Crabh was assassinated 1o the fawe wanner in
Bovora. F. C. Jones suceeeded Jenkins, but
not findlpg the editorial chailr an easy one, he
did the moet rensihle thing he eould, wnd
drowned his sorrows and hlg body at the same
time in the Father of Waters. Willlam Roy sub-
eequently assnmed editorial charge of the
Fentinel, and soon afterwards be celebrated the
event with n sireet fight. This exercise was
., regeated at incervals, untll Qoally ho was aiiss-
, Hoaled In & etreet row by Lils book-keeper.

Nullifying Constitutional Amendments

Great Speech Zof Senator Morton

The Democracy Feverely Handled,

INo WNews of the Tennessee.

FROM WASHINGTON.

Epeech of Menntor Mortsa—~enthing Urltlojlam
ot the Demooracy.

WasamsatTon, Feb. 15. —Governor Morton to-
day called up the recolutions of the Indiana
Legielature nuliifying the ratification of the
fifteenth amendment to the Constitution of the
United States, and proceeded (o make u speech
showing the position of the Democratic party
relative to the new ameadwments to the Consti-
tution., He argned that the objection of the
Democrats to the fifteenth amendment, to wit
that it was declared and adopted before certain
of the BSouthern States were represented in
Congrees, would apply with equal force to the
fourteenth amendment.

The Trouble with the Demecratic Party,
he said, was that they failed to see] the wronz-
fulsess of Rebellion, hence they refused to ad-
mit that Rebel Btates hnd not the same rights
politically as the loyal States. He held that the
action of the Legislature of Indiaoa in nallify-
ing the amendment does not amount to any-
thing in point of law. It only shows the pur-
poge of the Democracy. He argaed that it is

Impessible for nny Stnte to Nullifly

an amendment to the Constitution after It has
been ratified by three-fourths of the States. The
Democratic majority in the Legislature of I
diasva, and their action relative to this amend-
ment, did not,in his opinion, representthe views
of the people of that Btale. The issue tendered
by the Democratic party is that it proposes to
accept nothing that has been done in the way of
reconstruction,

It bas not only declared through all its con-
venticne, Btate and Natlonal, that the recn-
etruetion acts of 1807 were unconstitutional and
vold, but It now asserts that the fonrteenth and
fifteenth awcendments are null, and will be by it
dieregarded when it comes into power. Men of
ull parties are rotified that the

FProgrnmme of the Democrats
je revolution and retrogressien. Mr, Morton
charged that the adoption of the amendments to
the Constitution were strongly opposed by the
Democratie party in and out of Congress, that
the i Demoeratic party everywhere denied o
Congress the right to reqnire the late Rabel
Btates to ratify the amendments as eonditions
to their restoration, and that no Democratic
convention, Legisiature, or leading siatesman,
#o far as he knew, has accepted or admitted the
valldity of the amendments. Governor Morton
then

the cases of Kentucky, California, and Indian»,
where D-mocratie Legislatures had sought to
nu lify the ameudments to the Constitution. He
clogcd as follows;—*"Whoen we look at the

Reign of Vislence 'n the South,
the bitler and bloody persecution of men for
opinion’s sake, and at the ominoans cloud of nul-
lifleation which makes the politioal horlzon
black, who will dare Lo say that the mission of
the Republican pariy bas been performed?”

Senator Morton's speech made a

Profound Hemwsniion
among Senators on both sides of the chamber.
I be Democrats were slirred Lo a great piteh of
excitement at kaving revolution and retrogras-
tlon ¢harged upon their party. Messrs. Thur-
man, Blair, and Bayard all arose at ones to
reply. Mr. Tbhurman was recognized by the
chair. Mr. Morton's epeech s regarded as the
opening gun of the eampsign of 1872 on the
Republican side.
